PRESIDENTIAL FACTS 


Warren G. Harding, who takes of¬ 
fice today as the twenty-ninth presi¬ 
dent of the United States, is the first 
president to be elected to that high of¬ 
fice on his birthday. He was 56 years 
old November 2, 1920. He is the first 
U. S. Senator elected to the presi¬ 
dency. 

President Harding is the seventh 
president contributed to the country 
by the state of Ohio. Only Virginia, 
with a total of eight presidents bom 
within her borders, outranks Ohio in 
this regard. No president has been 
bom west of Ohio. No president has 
resided west of Illinois. ■ 

President Harding is the seventh 
president of Scotch-Irish paternal an¬ 
cestry. Fifteen of our presidents, 
over the period of 133 years, have 
been of English descent, three of 
Scotch, one of Welsh and two of 
Dutch. 

The average age of our presidents 
at inauguration is 54 years, approxi¬ 
mately, while the approximate aver¬ 
age at death has been 66 years. 

President Harding exemplifies the 
rapid rise possible in American life 
better than any of his predecessors. 
He was not included in the 1914-1916 
“Who’s Who.” 

Like many of his predecessors also, 
his parents were not wealthy and he 
has risen to the highest office within 
the gift of the American people 
through frugality, industry and thnft, 
of which he is a warm exponent, as 
evidenced by his recent approval of 
the government’s Thrift and Savings 
work, represented ii: the sales of 
Thrift, Treasury and War Savings 
Stamps and Treasury Savings Certifi¬ 
cates.

BISHOP MORELAND HERE

Bishop William R. Moreland of Sac¬ 
ramento preached at the Wednesday 
night service at the Church of the As¬ 
cension. His topic was the Lambeth 
Conference held in London in June of 
last ear. 

Every ten years the bishops of the 
Anglican Communion meet in confer¬ 
ence to dicuss questions of world¬ 
wide interest in connection with the 
work of the church, the last previous 
meeting having been in 1908. On ac¬ 
count of the world war, ‘’’e meeting 
of 1918 was postponed until 1920. 

Two hundred and fifty-two bishops 
from every quarter of the globe at¬ 
tended tliis conference and Bishop 
Moreland told of the impressive cere¬ 
monies at the opening meeting in 
Canterbury cathedral when the bish¬ 
ops took their places in the great choir 
while a congregation of over four 
thousand filled the great nave of the 
church. 

He told of the impression of devo¬ 
tion and consecration to their work 
which peiwaded all of the meetings, 
and the maior portion of his discour.se 
was upon the topic of church unity. 
He stated that while this could not be 
brought about in any short period, he 
felt a groat step forward had been 
taken at this conference and was con¬ 
vinced that,its effect would bo notice¬ 
able before the time for the next con¬ 
ference to meet. 

Dean Shaw, rector of Ascension 
parish, was associated with Bishop 
Moreland in his work at St. Luke’s, 
San Francisco, some years ago before 
the latter was elevated to the bish¬ 
opric.
